Folks, 

A couple of weeks ago I posted the note below about evaluating an HQ-145 vs an 
HQ-160. I'm certainly in the Novice class and asked for some help in making a 
decision about which to keep, which to sell. I received several notes back and 
all but one suggested that I keep the 160. Various reasons were listed, including 


the product detector in the 160, the excellent audio of the 160, and the generally 
advanced design of the 160. I put them side by side on the bench and set out to 
determine which one I liked best, using the criteria supplied by the list folks. 


After checking both revrs out as throughly as *I* know how, I have decided to keep 
the HQ-160. The 145 looks a little "neater", and is in slightly better shape cos- 
metically. The 145 has the clock, which I like, but a clock is only a clock, after 
all. The 145 has the crystal calibrator option, but so does the 160. I am not as 
used to using the Q multiplier on the 160 but after a little fiddling I liked it 
better than the crystal filter on the 145. The audio on both seemed about the same 
to me. SSB reception on the 160 is a lot better than on the 145, or is, at least, 
easier to use, having the product detector. I think the 160 is somewhat more 
sensi- 

tive than the 145. I was using a 75' long wire antenna on both, and a water pipe 
ground. Although the style of the knobs on the 145 is a little more attractive, 
the 

knobs on the 160 are more ergonomic. I found them easier to use, particularly the 
tuning knobs which are much bigger than on the 145. Both radios seem to be in top 
shape electrically. To make matters worse, my lovely wife tells me that if I can't 
make up my mind why don't I just keep them both?? That was tough, but I've only 
got 

limited space in the shack and can really only keep one. The 160 is a little 
rougher 

in appearance but seems to me to be a better rcvr for me. Thanks to all for the 
help.

HI folks, 


Just had a gating glitch with my HP5245L counter. Seems to be fixed, but 
now I want to set the timebase on frequency. I have suspected a small 
error for some time, noticeable only when a UHF radio is set on frequency, 
of around 500 Hz at 500 MHz (or a time base error of 10 Hz at 10 MHz). 


Is there anyone in Portland (or striking distance) who has a known 
accurate source which they will loan, or permit me to bring the counter 
to, for alignment? 


Amazingly, I have snooped around at the university and no one seems to 
have a reference standard which they trust! The electronics shop guy has a 
Tek 5K series plug-in counter, but has no idea if it is in calibration. 
Sigh. 


There may be a way to get close, by counting the HP time base on many 
different counters and getting the average. Statistically, they should not 
all be off freq in the same direction. But it is a logistical headache to 
arrange for such a test. 


Alternatively, if I had a WWV receiver and knew how to do it, there must 
be a way to set the time base exactly on frequency. 


Meanwhile, I'm sure a 6-pack or suitable alternative can be arranged for 
the person volunteering.
